Tue weather conditions of the past 
seven days presented practically a con- 
tinuance of those tor the several preced 
ing weeks, except that during tue lust 
three days the much wished for sunshiae 
prevailed, stimulating to some degree the 
growth of vegetation, despite the low 
temperature which accompanied it. The 
early part of tbe week was cloudy and 

liny throughout tbe state, tbe 
of stations reporting three days 
fall, Bnd some few four dnys. 
few scattered counties did the ai 
ceed normal however, the greater portion 
of the state receiving slightly less than 
ge . Com i n g as i t did after a pro- 
tracted period of excess it served to keep 
the soil in such a coudition as to render it 
unfit for plowing and had the effect of re- 
tarding general farm work. Tho abun- 
dant sunshine and brisk winds of the last 
three days resulted in considerable im 
provement and this week closed with a 
ore favorable outlook than at any pre 

The temperature remained low through- 
it the week, the daily average ranging 
from 6° to 10° below the normal. Frost v 
general and in some sections heavy on I 
17th and 18th, but so far no reports of 
ous damage have been received. 

WKSTEUN SECTION. 

The condition of agricultural intere 
ts been slightly less favorable io t 
.an in other sections of the state. Ail 
>rr<"-p< >m!ents report great backwardness 
i tbe season, but do not speak discour- 
(ingly of tbe prospect. The favorable 
mditions of tbe last half of the week 
ermitted the resumption of plowing for 
irn on the uplands, but the bottom lands 
are still too wet for tbe work, and but a 
very small proportion of it has been done. 
Very little, if any, corn has been planted. 
The sowing of oats has not been complet- 
id is making very slow progress. 
Some of the earlier sown portion is up 
and looks well. Wheat is in generally 
flne condition, but a few complaints are 
made that it is yellowing for lack of sun- 
shine. Clover and grasses of all kinds 
doing well, and stock has been turned j 
in the pastures The condition of to- i 
bacco plants has improved during the 
week, though a scarcity of them is report- 
from a number of counties. Reports 
generally indicate that fruit escaped seri- 
ige from recent frosts. But lit- 
tle gardening beyond the planting of a 
few potatoes in favored localities has been 
done. 

CENTKAL SECTION. 

All forms of vegetation made very slow 
progress during the week, and farm work 
is backward in most counties of this sec- 
in at least two weeks. Everything is 
a standstill, and, unless a marked im 
provement in weather conditions comes 
r soon, farmers will be very late in the 
ipletion of spring work A few corre 
srondents in the more Southerly counties 
>rt some fields of corn planted, but tbe 
ority state that very little progress 
been made iu tbe work of plowing 
for the crop on account of coutinued 
s of tbe soil. The sowing of oats 
is still in progress, and although the work 
is backward, it is further advanced than 
in other sections. Wheat is reported by 
tbe maj arity of correspondents to be in 
fine condition, but some few state that 
its growth is too rapid, and from others 
reports that during the past few

very backward. Is relatively in advance of 
that in other parts of the state. This is 
especially true of tbe more Southerly 
couutiea, reports from Clay, Laurel and 
adjacsa counties indicating that plowing 
for corn i.nd the seeding of oats is com 
plcted. This work is slill very backward 
in the Northern counties of this section, 
especially in thou bordering upon the 
Ohio. Wheat and graas oontinue to im 
prove. It it probable that the f roat caused 
greater damage in this than in other sec 
tions of the state, but iU extent cannot 
yet be determined. Tobacco plants ap- 
pear to be doing fairly well, but the cor 
respondent In Fleming county reports 
them to be very scarce. Similar reports 
come from other counties.

Paris, April 22. -A dispatch to the 
Tamps from Constantinople says that 
Edhem Pasha, the Tarklsh command- 
er-in-chief, has telegraphed to the 
porte from Tyrnavo that two divisions, 
under Mendon Pasha and Omererv- 
reehet Pasha, are now pursuing the 
Greek forces, who are in full re- 
treat 

Edhem Pasha also reoorts that these 
divisions hare arrived within two kilo- 
metres ef Larissa. 

He adds that his troops have com- 
menced the investment of Larissa and 
that Mendon Paaha and Umerervrechet 
Pasha expect te capture it within three

"Christian mothers, sisters and 
wives, civilized like you, earnestly ap- 
peal for your help. Our sons, our 
brothers and husbands, fighting for 
the cross, are being killed and wound- 
ed in a sacred cause. Their blood 
stains the last page of the history of 
the nineteenth oentury, the history of 
civilisation and progress of which you 
are the promoters. 

"Christian women, do not ahare the 
responsibility of your diplomats. 
Arouse in the hearts of your husbands 
and sons more Christian and more 
equitable sentiments. Unite and yoar 
just protest will reecho in the heart, 
of the nations and the people. Prove 
by your energy and Christian work 
that the women, the true missionaries 
of right, with the gospel of love and 
justice in their hearts, range them- 
selves on the side of the wronged.
